CANTON, Ohio, July 21. —The employes of 


G. Aultznau & Co.'s mower and reaper 
works, of this place, bold their annual picnic 
at CuyahoKa Folia Saturday, which was at- 
tended by nearly 2,000 pcreons, the excur- 
sionists filling to suil'ocation two trains of 
firtoen and seventeen eoacbes, respectively.

LONJION, July 21.— A scandalous disclosure 


wius made at tho inquest. over Judge Watlcyn 
Williams, who died suddenly last . Thursday 
night at Nottiugham, England. Judge tV-111- 
iams was a loading memo*!1 of tho English 
bench, and ranked deservedly high among 
lawyers on account of bis learning and ability.

ivon tho second-story front room. Wino win 


drunk by vho pal-ties at brief intervals, and 
everything went pleasantly until about noon, 
when Hazeltino pulled from his pocket two 
pistols mid remarked: ' "I am going to lull 
someone.:t Tho weapons woro taken away 
from liim by May White and tho .cartridges 
removed. After an interval Hazoltino ap- 
peared composed. About 5 o'clock, ho re- 
quested Miss Snow, who was in tho room, to 
luavo ho and Mamie. Thorpe alone. After 
Pearl had left tho room, Hazoltino asked 
Thorpo to give him a charm and ring sho 
had on her finger. Mamio refused, where- 
upon Hazeltino remarked: 
"If you don't 


give it to me I will loll 3'0u." M'amie still 
refused. Hazoltino then pullod tlio two re- 
volvers from his hip pockets and began 
firing. Two shots took effect in tho body of 
ilamio Thorpe, who ran into an adjoining 
room. 
Falling across the bed, sho ex- 


claimed, I:I am dying," and expired. The 
other woman, May "\Vliite, grappled with 
Hazoltiuo, who pointed tho revolver at her 
ami shot her in tho left sido of- tho 1'aco and 
in tho arm.

Oil the arrival of tbo diva at Liverpool she 


was joined by somo friouds, who took "four- 
•whaelors" to a special train which had been 
mado up for tbo party, and heading south- 
wards, wore SOOQ whirling through tbo love- 
liest possible country. Mme. Patti laughingly 
informed us tbat after bor phenomenally 
quick transatlantic passage slio could not 
possibly stand thy experience o£ an ordinary 
Welsh train, tha pace of that conveyance 
being, ic scorns, a sort of market-going jog; 
•with baits made whenever tho engineer or 
guard wanted to chat with Borne of his 
numerous relatives along the road. About* 
o'clock in tho afternoon everybody was get- 
ting his or her belongings together, Cray 
Btatiou being noar, wboro wo were, to 
leave tbo train, when a roar and crash 
were heard away to our right ''That's tho 
Krupp," explained Mmo. Patti, and slia 
wont on to tell us that tho head keeper al- 
ways fired it in saluto whenovor sho returned 
homo. At Cray, wiiich is but a milo or so 
from tho castle, wo found a dozen or so car- 
riages of evory description, from a, dog-cart 
to a landau, in waiting, and a crowd of peo- 
ple who cheered like a political rally. 


A HEAJRTY RECEPTION. 


There- were arches of flowers across the 


road, moro arches at tho castle gates, flags 
flying, flowers filling tbo air, guns booming, 
and people shouting until wo bogan to appre- 
ciate tho fact tbat 1'attl was la diva at her 
homo as well ns on the staRO. As soon as 
Patti's carriage turned into tho drivoway a 
band struck up "Homo, Sweot Homo." Tho 
tears came into Patti'a eyes then, and as I 
remembered her farewell singing of tbat 
song at the Grand opora bouse and thought 
of one or two other things away off In Sau 
Francisco, I aui not ashamed to confess

Everything in 
connection with the welcome homo was car- 
ried out i- tho same grand stylo. Footmon 
in liverv woro stationed on tho porch and as- 
sisted niadamo—as I find sho is always called 
berc—and her guests to arrive.

A-KOMANTIO VILLAGE. 


Outlandish as Ite name is, wo found the 


village both pretty and romantic. 
Wo 


stopped for awhile at a little inn, kept—of 
course—by a naun named Evans. , I sny "of 
course," for, .so far as I bavo soon, if n man 
hero is not called Jones he is sure to bo called 
Morgan, and if he is not called Morgan ho is 
certain to' bo called 
Evans. 
Tho lit- 


tle inn was as old-fashioned as rain, wbilo 
down stairs it 
was tho realization of 


wbat I had hoard about quaint comfort 
with its big kitchen with stones, its'high 
dr»aer deckod out with tho most remarkablo 
specimens of old china, its huge open grate, 
its lofty inontol-pioce holding tall brass 
caudliBticks, and its heavy beams, from 
which dangled tho bams, bacon and onions 
for tho coming winter. This is tho place to 
toach politeness, for I declare I never saw 
anything so universal and affecting. 
Wher- 


ever we made our appearance, no matter 
what tboy wore doing, tho people would stop 
their work and "drop a courtesy." As wo 
drovo along the old peoplo would flock to tho 
doors and dip and drop, whilo even tho 
babies playing in tho road would scurry away 
and thon bob up and down with the solemnity 
of marionettes.

Tho castle contains twenty-two rooms, 


none of thorn very large, but all warm and 
cozy, as tboy should be in this climate. 
Patti's own is hung with blue silk, all tbo 
upholstei-y being to match, while attached 
to it is a little dressing-room that is com 
pleto enough in its appointments for a prin- 
cess. Tho drawing-room is charming, and 
he must be a dull person who could not find 
soinothing to interest bim there. It^con- 
tains two grand pianos, albums, statuottos, 
pilturos and offerings -from admirers, chief 
among tho latter boing on exquisite inlaid 
cabinet containing gold and silver coronets 
with which almost every nation in tho world 
has crowned the diva "Queen of Song." In 
tho billiard-room is an immonse orchestrion, 
which Is set playing every night after din- 
ner, which, by the bye, has sorvod in the 
conservatory during tho lovely weather wo 
have been having. 


PATTI'S PABROTS. 


One would imagine that the main attrac- 


tion of a conservatory would bo its flowers, 
but at Craig-y-Nos it is tho parrots. First ot 
all, thora is tho little gray fellow Palti had 
in Son Francisco; then a large gray one, 


j called Jumbo; neit a big whito cockatoo; 
> with a gorgeous flam»-colored crest, ca'.lod 


Punch, and lost of all, a largo greon parrot, 
called Laura. They all soem proternaturolly 
intelligont, and gabble in a way that would 
Bhamo a sowing meeting. First of all, Punch 
will begin to waltz; suddenly stop this to 
rehearse the dolotul tragedy of Punch and 
Judy and wind up that with an unearthly 
yoll and tho inquiry, "What ore you going to 
do about it!" 
At this tho littlo gray ono will 


scream out an admiring "Bravo, Polly 1" 
whereupon the whole tribe will cry out, "Oh, 
shut up! shut up!" and then burst into a 
Dutch concert, each bird singing a different 
tune in a different key. 


Till: WINTER GARDEN. 


Tho conservatory loads out from the dicing- 


room oropor. and this in turn loads to the 
winter garden, which I consider tho great 
beauty of the estate. This is a garden of 
great size, entirely covered in with glass and 
containing running fountains, graveled walks 
and rustic seats. Adjoining tho winter gar- 
den are the hot-bouses—ono in which noth- 
ing but grapes are cultivated, tho second 
devoted to pineapples, cucumbers and titraw- 
bcrrios and the third for flowers.
